Implicit in every prespect of postwar aviation was j 
the forthcoming rate comi>etition V ilh railroads and ] 
buses 
Even before the war, airplanes were in compe­ 
tition, and It was a certainty that afterw'ard 
with 
better planes and the accumulated experience of war­ 
time service, they would be going after business with 
both wings. 
New rates recently instituted by leading air lines 
are generally lower than rates for first-class railroad 
fares and lower berths on trains. 
The favorable com­ 
parison, the air lines explain, is made possible by 
economies perfected In wartim e operations. 
Still to 
be worked out in detail are air line rates for overseas 
travel compared with steam ship lines 
Meanwhile, of course, the railroads also are going 
after postwar business, as are bus lines 
The ultim ate 
form of their competitive relationship is still inde­ 
term inate. 
It will be affected by m any factors still 
in the making, including the factor of public ¡xiliey 
as expressed in legislation. 
T hat is, the older forms 
of transportation will be watchful for inequalities in

Our War Debt 


If all the words that have been w ritten about our 
obligations to the returning servicemen were laid end 
to end, the resulting text would be very monotonous 
indeed 
Yet, in view of recent experiences, and in view of 
the Imminent return of millions more of our war 
veterans to civilian life, it seems necessary to go ovei 
the subject again. 
It would be absurd to think that the average j>er- 
son does not realize his obligation to the men who 
braved death, and in too m any cases met death, that 
we at home might go on enjoy ing freedom from the 
horrors of bombs and shells and the terrors of an 
invasion and war on our own soil. 
We and our neigh­ 
bors do irel indebted toward these men-. But In every ­ 
day practice tha t feeling seems to be repressed, and 
we have this picture: 
The fighter turns in his gun, puts on civvies, and 
tries to find a Job and a home for his family . 
Time 
after time he’s told by indifferent landlords that ii 
he has children he’s out of luck. If he finds n place 
the rent is too high for his uninflated jxx-ketbook 
In many cast's he finds his old job filled and he’s 
shunted into an insignificant spot which barely com ­ 
piles with the draft law’s requirements. 
Is this the reception 
we planned 
for 
our sons and 
husbands and brothers? Can we blame these men if 
after repeated instances of such m istreatm ent, they 
become bitter and wonder if all those things they Were 
told 
about fighting for a better world weren’t Just a 
lot of m alarkey ? 
There is, of course, an obligation on the part of 
the veteran 
The y oung fellow who left a job as a junior clerk 
to enlist in the Air Force, became a bomber pilot, 
commissioned as m ajor with the corresponding high 
pay . cannot expect to step into such a high-salaried 
Job as soon as he steps out of uniform. 
Nor can he 
expect that every one he meets will know how many 
times he’s been decorated and treat him with added

Presumably , the 
United States will resume waste of tin whenever 
fresh supplies become available in sufficient quantity 
to meet all current needs 
Under the stock-pile plan, fresh supplies would be 
used for current needs, but the salvaged supply , or it,» 
equivalent in new tin. would be set aside for a future 
emergency . 
Tin is possibly the easiest of all scarce 
necessities to fit into this kind ol arrangem ent, be­ 
cause it Is imperishable. 
Salvaged tin recoverable 
from containers that otherwise would be thrown on 
dum ps as waste would be as uselul in 10 generations 
as it has been during World war II when the United 
States was unable to import enough of this vital ele­ 
m ent to fill its wartim e needs
